Be it enacted hy the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled. That 
it sum eqiiiviilenl lo five per cent, of the 
nett proceeds of the lands within the 
Siaio of Mis.sissippi, ceded by the Cliick- 
asaws hy the treaty of the twentieth of 
October, eighteen hundred and thirty- 
two, which have been or may hereafter 
he sold by Cmigrc-ss, shall be, and is 
hereby, reserved, out of any moneys in 
the Trpasury not otherwise appropriated, 
to he applied in the same manner, and 
for the same uses and purposes, as is 
riasigiiuled by the fifth section of the act 
of Congress of the first of March, «igh- 
teeii hundred and seventeen.

as other officers of the army. 

I Sections. And be it further enacted, 
iThat Ihe oflicers appointed in virtue of 
jthis act shall perform (he same duties 
and receive the same pay and allewan- 
ces as the present Paymasters of th^ 
army; and shall in like manner he sub* 
Ject to the rules and articles of war; and 
'previous to entering upon the duties of 
their office shall give such bonds lo thd 
jUnited Slates as the Secretary of War 
may direct for the faithful performance 
of their duties. 

That 
when volunteers or millilia are called ' 
into the service of the United Stales, so 
that the Paymasters authorized by law

lioiises, beacons, Imoys, ami (mblic piers 
in the several states, and for lurmsl.ing; 
tthem with supplies. — Appropriations forj 
similar objects have been contiuued fr tn 
that lime to the present without intorrtip- j 
tion or dispute. As a natural conse- 1 
qiicnoe of the increase and extension of| 
our foreign commerce, ports of eniry and 
delivery have been r.iultijtlied and estab- 
lished, not only upon onr seaboard, but 
in the inleri'ir of the country; upon our 
lakes and navigable rivers. The conve- 
nience andsiifcty of this c.immerce have 
led to the gradual extension of those cx- 
pendilure.s, to 'he erection of iighl-houses, 
the placing, planting, and sinking of 
buoys, beacons and piers, and to the re 
moval of partial and temporary oh.struc 
tions in our navigable rivers, and in the 
harbours upon our lakes, as W'ell as on 
the seaboard. Allhough 1 have oxjtress- 
ed to Congress my apprehension that' 
these expenditures have suiiicliines been 
extravagant and disproportionate to the 
advantages to be derived from them, I 
have not felt it to be my duty to refuse 
mv assent to bills containing them, and 
have contented myself to follow in this 
respect in the footsteps of all my prede- 
cessors. Sensible, lio'.vevcr, from expe- 
rience and observation, of the great abu- 
ses to which the unrestricted exercise of 
this authority by congress was exposed, 

I have pre.'crihcd a limita'ion for the gov- 
ernment of my own conduct, by which 
expenditures of ihii character arc confi- 
ned to places below the ports of entry or 
delivery established by law. 1 am very 
sensible lliat this restriction is not as sat- 
isfactory as could bo I'esirod, and that 
much embarrassment may be caused to 
the Executive Department in its e.xecu- 
lion, by appropriations for remote, and 
not well understood objects. But as nei- 
ther my ow n refiections, nor the lights 
which I may properly derive from other 
source.-*, have supplied mo with a better, 

I shall conlinuo to apply my best exer- 
tions to a failhlul application of the rule 
upon which it is toun 'ed.
